(1) The men slept on double tiers of boards set up at 
either end of the cars with eight to nine men on each 
tier. There was no bedding issued to the troops and 
the men slept wrapped in their overcoats, 

(2) Up to the Austrian border, the men were fed canned, 
food, bread, cheese, and tea with sugar. After the 
border was crossed, the kitchen cars served buckwheat 
mush and tea. This menu varied only once after the 
border was crossed, and then macaroni was served. 


(3) The rest of the train consisted of two kitchen cars, 

two ration cars, and two carrying some type of unknown 
supplies.
